A Visit to Mrs. Polk. — A correspondent 
of the Concord (N. II.) Patriot, writing from 
Nashville, October 8, thus handsomely al- 
ludes to Mis. President Polk: 

With Major Eastman, of the Nashville Union 
& American, I called yesterday upon Mrs. Polk, 
who occupies the splendid mansion in Nashville, 
built by Hon. Felix Grundy, and purchased by 
President Polk ol Judge Grundy's heirs, to which 
he retired on leaving the White House, and 
where, worn out by tiic cures and anxieties of 
office, he died some four months after the ex- 
pirution of his ollicial term. The mansion, 
surrounded as it is by beautiful grounds, is one i f 
the pleasantest residences ill the city, and no one 
who has had the pleasure of meeting Mrs. Polk 
needs the assurance thai it is presided over with 
an affability and dignity that makes it a center uf 
attraction. 

Mrs. Polk is probably the most generally known 
o( any woman in America, and is universally con- 
ceded to be the most amiable, accomplished, and 
intelligent woman of her time. She possesses 
that graeelul ease of manner, tact, and readiness 
in conversation which make every one leel at 
home in her society, and render her conversation 
so charming. She contested the palm of popu- 
larity evenly with Mrs. Madison, and with that 
single exception was much the most popular lady 
thai ever did the honors at the White House; while 
here in Nashville she is regarded with a love and 
admiration that approach to reverence. Regu- 
larly on the 1st of January the Legislature of 
Tennessee adjourns by formal vote to permit 
membirs to pay their respects to Mrs. Polk 
— an liquor never accorded to any other per- | 
son, not even to General Jack-on himself; and 
with the Speakers of boll, liounes at the r 
head, proceed in a body to her house. Their 
action affords a fair instance of the respect and 
esteem in which she is held. 



Arnold Acqiitted. — In the Federal Court 
yesterday, the jury in the case of Ben. Arnold, 
former postmaster at Elkhorn, in this county, 
indicted for robbing the mail, after having the 
case under consideration for several days, 
brought in a verdict of acquittal.

Administration of Justice in 

tucky. 

A» great deal has been said in regard to the in- 
fluence of wealth and position upon the adminis- 
tration of justice by the courts of this country, we 
take pleasure in referrirg to two cases recently 
decided by the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, 
to show that in this State, at least, justice will be 
administered "without fear, favor or tttTeCtion," 
regardless of the status of t'-.e parties. 

During the last summer a man by the name 
of Clump, reported to be worth some $75,000, 
and having many influential friends and relatives, 
was convicted in the Fayette Circuit Court of 
having forcibly administered chloroform to his 
widowed sister-in-law, and while she was insensible 
from its effects, committing the horrid ciime of 
rape upon her, and he was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for the term of lifteen years. 

About the same lime a friendless ne^ro slave 
girl named Jane was convicted in the Owen Cir- 
cuit. Court of poisoning to death her mistrers, and 
sentenced to be hung. 

The former was defended by the ablest coun- 
sel that money or influence could procure, and 
the latter by attorney^ which the merciful pro- 
visions of the law allowed the Courts to assign 
her, without compensation, and popular prejudice 
was decidedly against her. 

Both cases were appealed upon abstract ques- 
tions of law, which, if outside influence could 
have been effectual, would have authorized the 
Court of last resort to have yielded to it without 
apparent error, but stern and inflexible in deciding 
ns the law alone required, and having both eases 
before them at the same time, the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals have recently in the case of the 
wealthy and influential Champ affirmed the judg 
ment, and consigned him to the penitentiary, at 
hard labor, for the long term of fifteen years, 
while in the case of Jane, ihe friendless slave, 
the judgment has been reversed, and she has 
another chance for her life. 

Perhaps these facts should be commended to 
those ol the North who say there is no justice 
for slaves iu the Courts of the South.

The following special dispatch came to us by 
telegraph at nine o'clock last night: 

Ottaw a, Iu. . Thursday, Oct. 20. 

A fugitive slave belonging to Mr. Richard 
Phillips, ol Missouri, was to day, ab.iut eleven 
o'clock A. M., rescued by prominent Republicans 1 
of this city from the United States Deputy Mar 
shal for the Southern District of Illinois, in the 
presence of Hon. J. D. Caton, Chief Justice, at 
his chambers. The slave was brou^h from Union 
County, before the Judge, on a writ of habeas 
corpus. J. N. Albright, Deputy Marshal, claim I 
ed to hold him under a writ issued by the United ; 
Slates Commissioner of the Southern District of 
Illinois, under the Fugitive-slave Law. 

Tin prisoner was remanded, and just as the 
judge h id finished making out the order, and 
before he had left the room, a fanatical crowd of 
Republicans rushed upon the Marshal, forcibly 
took the fugitive, and hurried him into a close j 
carriage prepand for the occasion. The team 
went out of town 011 a run, with a crowd of Re- 
publican! following, hooting nnd yelling. The ' 
Chief Justice, after giving his decision, made, 
some remarks to the crowd, stating, t hut, although I 
their sympathies might be aroused in behalf of 
the prisoner, he hoped, out of respect to himself, I 
1 his frii nils and neighbors would not attempt to 
violate any law, that he would regret to be made 
the unwilling instrument of bringing a person on] 
1 a writ of habeas corpus into a place where the I 
law Could not be executed. His personal request 
and th e majesty of the law, were, uevcilhclcss, 
alike disregarded.

THE TRI-WMLY YEOMAN. 

THE HARPER'S FERRY TRIAL. 

Charlkstow.n, Va., October 25. 

The preliminary examination of the prisoners 
mptared nt Harper's Kerry commenced this 
nomine before the Magbtnte'a Court. The lol- 
lotring magistrates occupied the bench: Col. 
Davenport, Presiding Justice, Mfiited by Dr. 
Alexander, John J. Lock, John F. .Smith, Thorn- 
us H. Willi, Geo. W. Ricbelberger, Charles H. 
Lewis, niul Moses \V. Burr. At hall past ton 
o'clock ihe Sheriff was directed tobiin^' in the 
prisoners, w ho were conducted from the jail under 
n gtMrJ of eiRhly armed men. A guard was also 
stationed around the court house, and bayonets 
are bristling on »ll sides. Chas. 13. Harding, 
Attorney for the county, is assisted by A. Hunter, 
counsel for the Commonwealth. The prisoners 
were btongbl In. 

General Brown ami E. C.tppee being manacled 
together. Brown seemed weak and lia_-i.Mi l, 
with his eyes swollen from the effect of the 
wounds on his head. Cappee is unit jnred. Ste- 
vens seemed less injured than Brown, but looked 
hi g.'.ird and depressed. There are a number of 
wounds on the head of both. John Copland is a 
bright mulatto, about 25 years old, and Green, 
who is ibont 30 years of age, is afWark negro. 

SherilV C impbell read the commitment of the 
prisoners charged with treason and murder. Hard- 
ing, the State Attorney, a.ked the court if he 
might assign a counsel lor the prisoners if they 
had none. The court inquired if the prisoners 
had a counsel, when Brown addressed the court as 
follows: 

I did not ask for any quarter at the time I was 
taken. I did not ask to liwvc mf life spared. 
The Governor of the State of Virginia tendered 
me l.i< assurance that i should have a fair trial, 
and u ider no circumstance whatever will I be 
able to attend to a trial. If you seek my blood 
you can have it at any moment without the 
mockery of a trial. I have had no counsel, I 
have not been able lo advise with one. 1 know 
nothing about the feelings of my fellow prisoners, 
and I am ut'erly unable to attend in any way to 
my own defense; my memory don't serve me; my 
health is insufficient. 

Although improving, there are mitigating cir 
cmnstances if a fair Wwi is to be allowed us, that 
I would urge in our favor; but if we are to be 
foreeil with a mere form ol a trial to execution, 
yini mifcht spare yourselves that trouble. I am 
ready for my late; I don't a-k a trial; I beg for 
no mockery of a trial, no insult, nothing but that 
which conscience gives or cowardice would drive 
you to practice. 1 ask to be excused from the 
"mockery ufa trial; I do not know what the design 
of this examination is; I do not know iihat is to 
be the benefit of it to the Commonwealth. I 
have now little to ask other than that I be not 
foolishly insulted as cowardly barbarians insult 
those who fall into their power. 

The court assigned Chas. J Faulkner anil Law- 
son Bolts as counsel for the prisoners. After con- 
sulting with the prisoners, Mr. Faulkner address- 
ed the court ami stated that he denied the right 
of this court to assign counsel for prisoners, and 
that he could not enter upon a defense of those 
prisoners on such short notice, as it would indeed 
be a mockery of justice. 

Mr. Bolts saiil he did not feel it his duty to de- 
cline the appointment of the court. 

Mr. Harding addressed Brown and asked him 
if he was w illing to accept Messrs. Faulkner &. 
Bolts as counsel. 

Brown replied, "I wish to sav that I have sent 
for counsel; I diil apply through the advice of 
some person here to some persons whose names I do 
not now recollect to act as counsel for me, ami I 
have sent lor other counsel, who have had no 
possible opportunity to see me. I wish for counsel 
if I am to have a trial, but if I am to have noth- 
ing but the mockery of a trial, as I said, I do not 
care anything about counsel, it is unnecessary to 
trouble any gentleman with that (Ulty," 

Harding — '•You are to have a fair trial. - ' 

Brown — "There were certain men — 1 think Mr. 
Botts was one of them — w ho declined acting as 
counsel, but 1 am not positive about it. I cannot 
remember whether he was one, because I have 
heard so many names. lama Btranger here; I 
do not know the disposition or character of the 
gentlemen named 1 have applied for counsel ol 
_ny own, and doubtless could have them if I am 
not, as 1 -i I befoie, lobe hurried to execution 
before they can reach here; but if that is the dis- 
position that is to be made of me, all this trouble 
and expense Can be saved." 

Harding — "The question is, do y<>u desire the 
services of Messrs Faulkner & Botts as your 
counsel? Please to answ er yes or no." 

Brow n — "I cannot regard this as an examina- 
tion under any circumstances. I would prefer 
that they i-hould exercise their own pleasure; I 
feel as if it was a matter of very ti i tie account 
to me; if they had designed to consult me as 
counsel, I should have wanted to consult them at 
my leisure." 

Harding — "Stevens, a-e you will : ng those gen- 
tlemen should act as your counsel?" 

Stevens — "I am willing that gentleman shall," 
pointing to Botts. 

Harding — "Do you object to Mr. Faulkner?" 

Stevens — "No; 1 am willing to take both." 

Harding then addressed each of the other pris- 
oners separately, and each stated their willingness 
to be defended by the counsel named. 

The Court issued a peremptory order th-t the 
press should not publish detailed testimony, as it 
would render the getting a jury before the Cir- 
cuit Court imposi-ible. 

Lewis Washington stated that nlxiut 1 o'clock, 
on Sunday night, he was asleenand was aw.ik< ti- 
ed by a noise, and heard his iiime called. He 
went down and was surrounded by six men. Ste- 
vens was in command. Cook, Cappee, and two 
negroes, prisoners, were along, another white man 
whom he afterwards recognized as Kagi. Wash- 
ington then proceedeu to detail all the particulars 
Of his being taken as a prisoner, with the negroes, 
to the armory, and the subsequent events up to the 
attack by the L~. S. marines and their delivery. 

A M- Kittsmiller gave the particulars of his 
being taken prisoner and locked up. He subse- 
quently hail several interviews with Brown, who 
always treated hlmwtth great respect and courtesy. 
He endeavored to ascertain from Brown what ob- 
ject he had in view, and he repeatedly told him 
his onlvobject was to free slaves, and was willing 
to fight pro-slavery men to accomplish that ob- 
ject. On one occasion during the attack. 1 said to 
Brown this is getting to be serious work, and if 
you will allow me to interfere, I can possibly com- 
promise matters. He went out with Stevens 
with a flag of truce. On Monday afternoon, he 
requested Stevens to remai.i whilst he went for- 
ward, when he, Stevens, was fired on and fell. 
He recognized only Brown and Stevens; counted 
22 men early in the morning around with Sharp's 
rifles. When Stevens was lying wounded, he re- 
marked to me, "I have been cruelly deceived." 

Washington recalled — Said that in conversation 
with Oot. Wise, Brown was told he need not an 
■wer questions unless he chose, and that Brown re- 
plied he had nothing to conceal and had no favors 
to ask; that he hail arms enough for 2 )0f) men, 
and could get enough for 50011 men, if wanted. 

Armisti ad B ill delared that after his arrest by 
the insurgents he had nn interview will: Brown, 
who stated . hat he had come for no child's play 
and was prepared to carry out his designs; that 
his object was not to make war against the people, 
and they should not be injured if they remained 
quiet — his object, being to place United States 
arms in the hands of the negroes, and proposed to 
free all slaves in the vicinity. Brown repeatedly 
said that his whole object was to release the 
■tares, and asked him if some plan could not be 
arranged for the liberation of himself and prison- 
ers; could only be released by furnishing able 
bodied slaves in place of each. I recognize 
Stevens, Green, and Brown. Capt. Brown told 
the prisoners, when the charge of U. S. marines 
was about to be made, that, though he did not 
intend to Injure them himself, they should equally 
occup\ the post of danger with himself; that if 
they were not dear enough to their fellow-citizens 
to accent the t_rms, he had proposed to secure 
their safety, that they must be -as bid as birluri 
nns. Coppee, on the other hand, told him.elf 
and friends to sit behind the engines; he did not 
wish to see any of them injured; one of the insur- 
gents, Beckham, heard him Bay, "1 have a draft 
on him;" did not sec Capt. Brown fire once from 
the engine house; do not think tl at he fired once; 
Green fired several times; the prisoners were 
never nnrcuonnblj exposed. 

John AKtadt, one of the slave owners who was 
brought into the armory with slaves, derailed the 



particulais of the battering his door and his seizure 
by ti armed men; at this point he appeared to be 
fainting and a mattrass was procured for him on 
which he laid during the balance ol his examina- 
tion. 

Alstadtresumed — Thinks that Brown fired sev- 
eral times; knows that he saw him with a gun lev- 
eled; saw all the pi toner) except the yellow man 
Copland. 

Alexander Kelly detailed the particulars of a 
collision with the insurgents, and exchanging sev- 
eral shots. 

Wm. Johnson testified to the arrest of Cop- 
land, the yellow man w ho was attempting to es- 
cape acro.-s the rivet. He was armed with a spear 
and rifle, and said he had been placed iu charge of 
Hall's liilc factory by Capt. Brown. 

Andrew Kennedy was at the jail when Copland 
was brought in and questioned him; said that he 
came from the Western Reserve, Ohio; that 
Brown came there iu August and employed him 
at $2') a month. 

Faulkner objected to this testimony as implica- 
ting white persons. 

The Presiding Judge said that the testimony 
could only be received as implicating himself 

Kennedy resumed — Copland said, our object 
was to release the slaves of t'us country; that he 
knew of 1!) in the party, but there were several 
others he did not know. 

Joseph A. Broo was one of the prisoners in the 
engine house, and was permitted logo out some- 
times with a flag of trace during the firing. Cop- 
pee fired tivice, and at the second fire Brown re 
marked, "that man is down." 

Witness then asked permission to go out, and 
found that Beckham h id just been shot, and has 
no doubt that Coppre shot him. 

Aistsdt recalled — Thinks that Capt. Brown shot 
the marine who was killed: saw him fire. 

The preliminary examination being concluded, 
the court remanded the prisoners for trial before 
the Circuit Court. 

The examination to day is merely to see wheth- 
er the charges are of sufficient importance to go 
before a Grand Jury. The jury will report a bill 
of indictment, and the case will be immediately 
called up for trial. There is an evident intention 
to hurrv the trial through and execute the pris- 
oners as soon as possible, for fear of attempts be- 
ing made to rescue them. In case of servile in- 
surrections, thirty days arc not required between 
the conviction and execution, as in other capital 
convictions. 

The Circuit Court ol Jefferson county. Judge 
Richard Parker en the bench, assembled at two 
o'clock. The Grand Jury was called. The 
Magistrate's Court reported the result of the ex- 
amination of the case of Capt. Brown and other 
prisoners. The Grand Jury retired and the wit- 
nesses lor the State came before them At 5 
o'clock they returned into Court and stated that 
they li."d not finished the examination of witness- 
es, and were discharged until 10 o'clock lo-mor 
row morning. 

It is rumored that Brown is desirous of making 
a lull statement of his motives and intentions 
through the press; but the Court has refused all 
further access to him by reporters, fearing he may 
put forth something calculated to influence the 
public mind and to have a bad effect upon the 
slaves. 

Ti e mother of Cook's wife was in the court 
house throughout the examination. The general 
belief is that Cook is still in the mountains near 
the Ferry- On Sunday night a w oman w ho keeps 
the canal lock says he came to her house and 
asked (he privilege to warm himself. She knew 
him well and is a relative of his wife. 

Coppee says that he had a brother in the party, 
and that Brown had three sons also. There were 
two others named Taylor and Ilazlit, so that, in- 
cluding Cook, a have escaped. 12 have been kill 
ed, and 5 captured — making 22. 

The trial will commence to morrow morning 
beyond a doubt, though much difficulty is antici- 
pated in obtaining a jury. 

Capt. BrOWrt's object in rel using counsel is, that 
if he has counsel he will not be allowed to speak 
himself, and Southern counsel will not be willing 
to express his views- 

The reason given for hurrying the trial is, that 
the people of the w hole country are kept in a state 
of excitement, and a large force is required to 
prevent attempts at rescue. 

It is presumed that the prisoners will demand 
separate trials. After conviction, Lul a few days 
will be given them before execution. It is 
thought all except Brown will make full confes- 
sion. 

The prisoners, as brought into court, presented 
a pitiable sight. Brown and Stevens being unable 
to stand without assistance. Brown has three 
sword stabs in his body anil one sabre cut over his 
head. Stevens has three balls in his hea l and 
had two in his breast and one in his arm. He 
was also cut on his forehead with a rifle bulle. 
which glanced off, leaving a bad wound. 

The trial will go on to-morrow.

More of the Insurrection. 

Fini.AUFLWiA, Oct. 24. — Hon. J. R. Giddings 
publishes a card, defending himself from the in 
sinuation implied by the refusal of Capt. Brown 
to answer the question, in conversation with 
Senator Mason and Messrs. Faulkner ami Valan- 
digh im, whether he (Giddings) had been consult- 
ed about the Viigiuia expedition. He pronounces 
the attempt to assail him dishonorable, and 
denies ever having been consulted by Brown in 
regard to the Virginia expedition or any other ex- ; 
pediliou or matter whatever. 

The Herald's Washington correspondent tel- ' 
egraphs that the Secretary of War has received. . 
since the P flair at Harper's Ferry, an insolent 
letter, purporting to come from the notorious 
Conk, dated at Chainber.-burg, Pa., informing him ' 
that it is his intention to inarch an army of sev- | 
eral thousand men to take Harper's, Ferry and [ 
Charlestown and liberate the prisoners, and to 
perforin sundry other ridiculous feats. They 
W'-uld hardly have given the Secretary warning 
in advance if they really intended to carry out 
their tin eats. 

Washixoton, Oct. 24. — A number of the pa- 
persb'ouglu from the insurgents' camp, at Har- 
per's Ferry, and in possesion of the government, 
will be published in the Constitution to-morrow. 
Some of them are signed by John Smith, in the 
hand writing of one ol the sous of Blown, and in- 
dorsed iu that of the latter. 

The documents show that the conspiracy ex* 
tended tl roughout a portion of Ohio, New York, 
New England, and to some of the towns in Penn- 
sylvania. 

line letter says: "Our hands, so far, are coming 
forward probably better than I expected, as we 
have called on them." 

The papeis give the number of pickaxes, 
shovels, and articles of personal comfort, to- 
gether with the bills for the same, while some 
others ask for money. J. B. S., of Concord, New | 
Hampshire, subscribes $50. There is also a let- I 
ter tinted October 1st, in which the writer re- 
marks that he was in Ashtabula county, and met 
with some success; "our old friend, J. R. G ," he !

The fact is under- j 
stood that not a man, black or white, joined the 
invaders after they came into Virginia, or gave | 
them aid or assistance iu any form. So far as can j 
be discovered, not one of the nineteen i scaped; I 
not a slave escaped or at' empted to escape dur- 
ing the tumult. Of the few carried off by Cook 
across the river, all escaped from him and came 
safely back but one, who, it appears, was drow ned 
while crossing the river homeward bound. 



Position anil Action "' tin* American 
miniate r tu China., 

Mr. Bruce lo the Earl of Malmesbury. 

Shanghai, Friday, July 15, lb59. 

My Lord: Your lordship has been informed in 
my previous dispatches that the American Min- 
ister, Mr. Ward, had associated himself with ns 
in our demand to exchange the ratifications of 
the treaty at Pekin, and had further stated to 
the Imperial. Commissioners at Shanghai that he 
was instructed to deliver iu person the letter ol 
the President of the United States of America 
to the Kmperor of China. He could only claim 
these privileges under the most favored nation 
clause, and, therefore, awaited the results of the 
attempts made to detain us at Shanghai, When 
they failed, he expressed his intention of going 
to the Pei ho, and received an invitation Irom 
the Commissioners to accompany us theie. 

On the 94th be crossed the bar of the Pei ho in 
a small steamer, with the intention of proceeding 
to the booms and making the attempt to advance 
up the river, leaving it to the Chinese to fire upon 
him it they chose to do so. His steamer, how- 
ever, grounded before reaching them, and was 
with difficulty got off by the gunboats, after con- 
siderable delay. He therefore contented himself 
with demanding a passage, and was met by a refu 
sat on the part ol the militia, who gave themselves 
out as the garrison of ttie forts. He remained at 
the river during the attack, determined to push 
up had w e opened a way through the barriers; and 
it is very gratifying lo me to bear testimony to 
the friendly feeling and assistance we derived 
from himself and Hag officer Tstnall on that day. 

Alter he had decided on abandoning the at- 
tempt to reacli Pekin, Mr. Ward considered him 
eel f bound to effect, if possible, the exchange of 
ratifications under the provisions of the Ameri- 
can treaty, lie had received no communication 
since his arrival from the Imperial Government, 
ami addressed a latter to the Governor-General, 
expressing his wish to proceed to Pekin and ex- 
change the ratification there. This letter he dis- 
patched in his steamer to Pe- tang ho, with his 
secretary and interpreter. I inclose a memoran- 
dum, showing the nature of tile approach to 

Pe t.mg ho, and its defenses. 

1 h in- heard indirectly that when the boat from 
the steamer approached the shore most of the 
villagers tied. With dilliculty two men were 
found, to whom the object ot the visit was ex- 
plained and the letter delivered, on their undertak- 
ing to forward it to the Governor-General, whose 
place of residence they would not, however, 
divulge. They, at the same time, urged the bear- 
ers to return, without delay, to the boat, lo avoid 
being attached by the horsemen who were seen 
in the neighborhood. It was fortunate that they 
did so; for they were chased by the cavalry, two 
of whom pursued them into the water. 

Soon after a junk came off with provisions, and 
a message from the authority of the place to say- 
that the letter had been forwarded, and that an 
answer would be shortly received. On the 5lh of 
July Mr. Ward informed me that the Governor- 
General h id appointed Friday, the IM), for an in- 
terview at Pe tang ho. Having left on the 7th, I 
do not as vet know the result. 

I do not think that the Chinese w ill make difli 
cullies about exchanging the ratifications of the 
American treaty. The conditions under which 
the American Minister is alone entitled to visit 
the capital contain nothing offensive to Chinese 
prdc, or Inconsistent with its claims of nations.) 
superiority. The treaty does rot open the Yang- 
tze river, or any port to the north of Shanghai, 
nor does it jrive the right to travel in the interior 
of a country, it leaves also untouched (he im- 
portant question of transit duties. The true 
policy of the Chinese would be, therefore, to re- 
ceive Mr. Ward in a friendly manner, in the hope 
of inducing him to act as mediator. 

Mr. Ward's position is one of considerable 
dilliculty; nor do I see, after our unsuccessful 
attempt at the l ei ho, that anv cour-e was open 
save the one he has adopted. He has acted 
cordially and frankly in the spirit of his declare 
lions to me at Hong Kong; and it is a matter of 
satisfaction to me that his concert ill our previous 
proceedings is a strong argument in favor of the 
line of conduct pursued by M. de Bourboulon and 
myself. I have, etc.

Young Francois was then 
left with strangers, who ill treated him mid 
squandered li s patrimony. Being of a roving 
disposition, he joined the army at the age of 
eighteen and went with it into Africa. Here 
several years went spent among s: vages, when 
he was ordered back to France. Seeing his es- 
tates in Nievre badly minaged, he set himself to 
work to place them again in a flourishing condi- 
tion. . At this he was successful. During the 
reign of the citizen king, Louis Piiillippe, he re- 
ceived the title of Count De 1. , w - it h valuable 

estates. When the citizen king was dethroned 
j his estates were confiscated, ami to escape im- 
prisonment fo, aiding that monarch, he was oblig- 
ed to leave his native country and come to A nier- 
ica. 

For a while he lived in New York, but his pri- 
vate resources fai ing, he came to St. Louis, 
where he has since lived in obscurity. It is said 
he has a few friends here who give him the means 
of support, and an effort will fie made to re- 
cover his property iu France. Misfortune has 
silvered his hair ami bent his form, yet he is vig- 
erous in intellect, and speaks frequently of re 
turning to his La Belle France.

Harper's Ferry Affair, 
Revelations ! ! 



Startling 



A dispatch from Harper's Ferry to the Bal- 
timore Exchange, referring to the discovery 
of Brown's papers, says: 

The most undoubted evidences have been ob- 
tained, not only of the plans and hopes ol this 
foimidahle insurrectionary organization, but of 
the indisputable tact of its extension throughout 
the Northern and Western States, from the influ- 
ential citizens of whom the treasonable move- 
mci t has received its sustaining support and en- 
couragement. 

In a trunk, supposed to have belonged to Capt. 
Brown, was found seven small though elaborate 
maps of as many different States bearing pecu 
liar mirks, which would seem to indicate that the 
points of attack, and the course of the insurrec- 
tionary movement through the South, hud already 
been carefully determined upon by this well or- 
ganized and confident league of traitors. Certain 
countie* in the seven States, of which only these 
m ips w ere obtained, bear cross marks formed by a 
pen, and in several instances as if to' command 
greater particularity of attention or to suggest per- 
haps more available points of attack, circular tines 
are drawn around the crosses. Certain counties in 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, and Mississip- 
pi, are thus designated. In Louisiana, Florida, 
Tennessee) and Kentucky, there were no counties 
marked. 

The designated counties in the States of South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi, 
form a continuous chain of districts, or route of 
travel from Georgetown : and from Beaufort, 
South Carolina, along the Savannah river to the 
Cnattnhpoche river, on the western border of 
Georgia, from theme passing through convenient 
points on the Alabama and Tombigby rivers to 
the borders of Mississippi, from whence it con- 
tinues with little interruption to the lied river. 
The maps, which are about eight by twelve 
inches, are carefully and neatly pasted on stout 
cambric cloth. L T pon the margin of each map is 
pasted the census returns of 1^50 of its State; 
giving in detail the relative strength of the white 
and slave popula'icn of each county, and the 
proportion of females to the whole number of in- 
habitants. In the conn les marked the slave popu- 
lation vastly preponderates, and might, therefore, 
have been deemed a safer field of operation for 
the Abolition invaders.
